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The city council, after receiving 
the conflicting advice of the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board and the 
Park and Recreation Advisory 
I^oard, has developed a proposal 
for acquiring a strip of land along 
the northern boundary of the city 
connecting Laurel Hill Road to 
the recently acquired surplus land 
and a second strip of land along 
the eastern edge boundary of the 
city connecting the surplus land 
to the Board of Education pro¬ 
perty adjacent to the landfill. 
These lands amount to 28 acres. 
In addition, the council has pro¬ 
posed acquiring four acres on the 
south side of Hamilton Place (in 
parcel 2) opposite the GHI admin¬ 
istration offices. 

The APB and PRAB. while con¬ 
curring with the parcel 2 pur¬ 
chase, have some reservations a- 
bout the parcel 1 council recom¬ 
mendations. As a result, city 
council at its regular Monday 
night meeting on July 8 decided 
to hold a public hearing to get 
citizen input. 

The APB in its Report #135 
originally had recommended ac¬ 
quisition of a 30-acre strip ex¬ 
tending from the northern city 
limits to the Board of Education 
property in the south, along the 
eastern border of parcel 1 for use 
as a wilderness nark. The bulk of 
such an acquisition would be a 
stream valley and flood plain. In 
its subsequent Report #148, it 
considered the council proposal an 
acceptable alternative but ques¬ 
tioned its economic and personal 
benefits in view of fbc fact that 
acquisition of the flood plain acre¬ 
age would probably be cheaper. 

The council has generally held 
that there is not much to be gain¬ 
ed by acquisition of flood plain 
land since such land, regardless of 
who owned it. would have to stay 
in an undeveloped form. 

PRAB, while agreeing with the 
undesirability of acquiring flood 
plain land, opposed in Report 
#11-74 the acquisition of a strip 
of land along the north side of 
parcel 1, noting that the Research 
Center property adjacent to par¬ 
cel 1 is not to be declared surplus 
and thus will continue to serve as 
a buffer. Instead, PRAB recom¬ 
mended the acquisition of 15 acres 
north of the city landfill and ad¬ 
jacent to the surplus land donation 
to meet the city’s requirements for 
use as a neighborhood park. They 
also recommended that this ac¬ 
reage not include any of the Board 
of Education’s land that lies north 
of the landfill. 

In a related matter, council au¬ 
thorized the city manager to apply 
to the Federal Government for do¬ 
nation of 2+ surplus acres loca¬ 
ted on the city side of the Balti¬ 
more & Ohio railroad tracks near 
the Springhill Lake industrial 
tract and the Capital Beltway, The 
city would be required to main¬ 
tain the property. 

Other land development matters 
occupying the council’s attention 
concerned the application of 
Springhill Lake owners for a per¬ 
mit to fill flood plain land and a 
preliminary plan for locating a 
Pepco substation on the Golden 
Triangle, 

Waterway Permit 

The Water Resources Adminis- 
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tration had requested Springhill 
Lake to apply for the permit be¬ 
cause of confusion over whether 
the filling that had been done to 
date was in accordance with State 
regulations. The permit, a hearing 
on which was scheduled for July 
9; would allow completion of fill 
within the flood plain of Indian 
Creek. The land fill is needed for 
preparation of a right-of-way in¬ 
to the SHL industrial tract. 

The city council, in recommend¬ 
ing approval of the permit, stipu¬ 
lated four conditions: 

(1) that a certified final delinea¬ 
tion of the flood plain be made. 

(2) that no more fill be added to 
the flood plan other than the 3,500 
cubic yards. 

(3) that there be adequate sedi¬ 
ment control and runoff detention. 

(4) that there be adequate 
screening and landscaping along 
the SHL industrial right-of-way. 

Pepco Sub-station 

The councils reaction was nega¬ 
tive to a request by the developer 
of the Golden Triangle for location 
of a Pepco sub-station on a one- 
half acre lot in the southeast cor¬ 
ner of the parcel adjacent to 
Greenbelt Road and the Capital 
Beltway. The council notified the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission that it 
recommended denial because this 
would constitute piecemeal devel¬ 
opment of one of the most im¬ 
portant vacant tracts of land with¬ 
in the county. Council felt that it 
could not comment intelligently on 
Pepco plans for a fully enclosed 
sub-station building unless it knew 
what else was going up on the 
tract and whether these uses 
would be compatible. Questions 
were also raised as to the disposi¬ 
tion of the present Pepco sub¬ 
station on Crescent Road. 

Air Bubble for Tennis 

The council was intrigued by a 
proposal received from Richard Ste¬ 
venson, former Greenbelt director 
of Recreation, for the operation of 
an air bubble over four of the ten¬ 
nis courts so that these courts may 
be utilized throughout the winter. 
The courts would be available on 
a fee basis with the city receiving 
a certain proportion of the pro¬ 
ceeds. Stevenson also proposed to 
operate a pro-shop on a conces¬ 
sion basis. 

Council referred the proposal to 
PRAB with a request that it re¬ 
port back its findings by the next 
regular meeting of the council on 
Monday, August 12. 

Choral Group 

Following the recommendation 
of PRAB, council authorized the 
expenditure of $400 to support a 
choral group. The group will be 
under the direction of Douglas 
Freeman, who is seeking participa¬ 
tion by about 60 persons. 

Federal Aid 

Council decided to take advan¬ 
tage of the new extension of the 
Public Employment Program 
(PEP) by Congress, to employ two 
more persons with Federal funds. 
One will be a police officer and 
the other a receptionist-secretary 
in the city offices. . In making 
these employments, the city must 
agree to absorb these persons as 
regular employees by March 31,

NASA Studying Favorable EIS 
Decision on Greenbriar Plant

According to informed sources', a favorable Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS) regarding the Greenbriar sewage treat¬ 
ment plant is in the hands of the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) officials in Washington. It appears that 
officials at NASA in Greenbelt are sticking with their original 
findings that “upon the developers obtaining an EPA permit, 
the easement can be granted.” This conclusion was reached in 
the draft EIS released in February 1974, reaffirmation of which 
will permit the piping of treated sewage effluent from the Green¬ 
briar plant for a distance of 150 feet across NASA property to a 
discharge point on an unnamed tributary of Beaver Dam Creek, 
also on NASA property. 


It is expected that a decision 
will soon be coming out of NA¬ 
SA's Washington headquarters, 
after which the EIS will be sent 
to the Federal Council on Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality for publication 
in the Federal Register. The rec¬ 
ord wil be open for 30 days for 
comment. 

Sees No Dangers 

A NASA spokesman in Green¬ 
belt said: “It was our carefully 
considered opinion that if the ap¬ 
propriate environmental agencies 
determined that there would be 
no harm to the environment and, 
if our consultant and our investi¬ 
gation indicated that there would 
be no harm, then we could not 
deny them an easement.” 

State permits for construction 
of the treatment plant and dis¬ 
charge of effluent have been ap¬ 
proved and issued. However, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) has been unwilling to 
make a decision to grant a permit 
until NASA acts. NASA has long 
maintained that it is a non-tech- 
nical agency lacking expertise in 


COG Meeting on Year 
2000 Plan Here Mon. 

Greenbelters are invited to at¬ 
tend a briefiing by representatives 
of the Metropolitan Washington 
Council of Governments (COG) 
relating to COG’s Re-examination 
of the Year 2000 Plan on Monday, 
July 15. at 8 p.m. in the Municipal 
Building. 

The Rd-examination is not a new 
plan and does not supersede the 
Year 2000 Plan, which is the basic 
planning guide for the Washington 
area. Instead, it is a detailed look 
at the assumptions of the original 
plan (development in a series of 
corridors radiating from a strong 
central core and separated h- 
large wedges of open space), at 
what has occurred since the plan 
was developed in 1961 and at ad¬ 
justments which might be neces¬ 
sary to meet future needs. 

Basically, the Re-examination 
emphasizes the need to broaden 
the scope of the Year 2000 Plan 
to include human and environ¬ 
mental resource problems as well 
as physical development problems. 
It also stresses the need for im¬ 
plementation of plan proposals. 

Of interest to Greenbelt is 
COG’s recommendation for a Fair 
Growth Policy in, the Washington 
area. How much growth should 
be permitted for each jurisdiction? 
What are the forces causing 
growth? How much influence can 
Greenbelt have in establishing a 
Fair Growth Policy? 


the area of treatment plants and 
must look toward EPA for guid¬ 
ance and decision-making. 

To help meet this deficiency, NA¬ 
SA hired a consultant to assist its 
staff in the preparation of the 
February draft statement, which 
concluded that the effluent ap¬ 
peared to meet all applicable Fed¬ 
eral, State and local standards, 
and was expected to have no sig¬ 
nificant impact on the stream. 

NASA officials said that since 
the May EPA hearing in Green¬ 
belt, they have reviewed the draft 
statement, taking into considera¬ 
tion many comments and objec¬ 
tions raised by interested persons, 
organization's, and governmental 
bodies. Carroll Dieus of NASA in 
Greenbelt said “We are trying to 
be responsive to what’s right . . . 
we have tried to be forthright', and 
a tremendous amount of time and 
hard work by many was put into 
this project.” 

NASA is also asking that Green¬ 
briar developers provide a bond 
to cover such things as planting 
trees along the fence line. 

Testing Continues 

In the meantime, testing of the 
Greenbriar temporary sewage 
treatment plant, which, will serve 
the 1,193-unit condominium de¬ 
velopment, continues. Testing of 
the plant using clear water and 
activated sludge have been ac¬ 
complished, and raw sewage is now 
being hauled in from the Park¬ 
way Plant. Greenbriar consultant 
Dr. John Cookson, who is direct¬ 
ing the shakedown operation, is 
now evaluating the tests taken 
on the activated sludge winch was, 
used to seed the plant. The ac¬ 
tivated sludge contains the bac¬ 
terial colon'*’ (“bugs”) that will di¬ 
gest and degrade the raw sew¬ 
age into gases, inorganic ions and 
water. 

It is expected that the testing 
period using raw sewage will take 
about two weeks. Raw sewage is 
now being run through the plant 
processes, treated, taken to ' the 
lowest point in the plant for re¬ 
cycling in the surge tanks, and 
finally hauled back to the plant. 

Recreation Building 

In a related matter, Greenbriar 
developers have informed the city 
that because of a newly imposed 
lending requirement, the leasing 
arrangements of the community 
building and recreation facilities 
to condominium owners will be 
eliminated, Greenbriar developer 
Alan Kay told the News Review 
that the recreation amenities will 
be owned by the purchasers. 

The citv was also informed that 
as soon as revisions are made, a 
complete set of condominium doc¬ 
uments will be furnished to coun¬ 
cil.

GHI Paint Problems 

To the Editor: 

Regarding the exterior painting 
on brick and masonry homes, I 
can understand the desire of the 
members to enhance the beauty of 
their homes by the' use of various 
colors to get away from the “bar¬ 
racks look” or the ^“government 
housing look.” As Mr, Breashears 
says, it was not necessary to paint 
these structures if you are only 
considering maintenance. But 
what about the looks? That is 
when painting becomes necessary 
in some people’s minds. 

In Berwick where I have my 
summer home there are brick 
and masonry home (3 that have 
been painted since the turn of 
the century with the proper type 
of paint. Because the owners have 
followed the correct methods, 
painting* is only necessary about 
every 10 to 15 years! 

Regarding the frame homes — 
the asbestos shingles were pre¬ 
painted when put on the building! 
There is a method of restoring 
the surface which consists of ap¬ 
plying a resurfacer (after scrap¬ 
ing the shingles down to the par¬ 
ent material — the asbestos in 
this case so all oxidation is re¬ 
moved) and then applying the 
color coat. 

Again in Berwick — there are 
homes with asbestos shingles that 
are 50 to 60 vears old that still 
have the original shingles. The 
homeowners have never experi¬ 
enced chipping and peeling! How¬ 
ever about every 10 years it is 
necessary to apply a resurf acer 
and a coat of color to keep that 
“looking like new” finish! 

So in Berwick there are brick 
and masonry homes painted on 
the outside and also frame homes 
with painted asbestos shingles that 
look like newly built homes yet 
were built some 30 or 40 years 
before GHI was built! 

No, Mr, Breashears, it wasn’t 
the decisions of the homeowners 
to paint that caused the problem! 
If there must be a reason given, 
it can be attributed to the way 
GHT has been run especially 
from the aspect of an incompe¬ 
tent general manager who didn’t 
see a proper painting program 
and/or a set of homeowner re¬ 
quirements established. coupled 
with an unresponsive board that 
didn't take action when our pain¬ 
ting troubles first started. 

Because of the lack of a pro¬ 
gram. the condition of many of 
the frames is such that to hire a 
painter to properly remove all 
traces of paint and apply a surf- 
acer and a color coat would be 
as expensive as replacing the 
shingles with new shingles or cov 
ering them over with aluminum 
siding. 

So we get into the nitty gritty 
insofar as the frames are concern¬ 
ed. The individual owner will have 
to determine whether or not he 
wants a permanent solution be 
cause he plans to stay in his 
home for several years to come 
or whether or not he wants a 
quickie clean up job because he is 
planning to stay h year or two 
more. 

However, the condition of the 
brick and frames isn’t as appal 
ling as the condition of the new 
townhouses! Already rot and mil¬ 
dew have set in simply because 
the exterior plywood sheathing 
hasn’t been properly taken care 
fo! Those black areas that are 
growing, larger are where the rot 
and mildew have set in. If left 
unchecked, it will be impossible 
to apply a finish simply because 
rotten wood will not hold a fin 
ish! What should be done without 
further delay is to apply a coat 
of reconditioner and sealer and 
a coat of finish. 

There is one incredible aspect 
about the painting and mainten¬ 
ance. We never seem to have the 
funds either personally or eol- 
lectivly as a corporation to take 
care of our needs, yet we spend 
over ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
every four years just to pav on** 
bookkeepers and secretaries! Is 
it not time we put our money 
where ft; wilt do the most good?

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Wage-earners Right to Life 

To the Editor: 

Most Greenbelt families derive 
their livelihoods through the cur¬ 
rent paid work of one or more 
members of the family. So I be¬ 
lieve most Greenbelt families have 
an immediate, and vital, interest 
in whether, when the breadwin¬ 
ners go off to work in the morn¬ 
ing they will come home again 
alive, uninjured and with their 
health unimpaired by occupation¬ 
al diseases or injuries. 

Since early in 1971, the U.S. has 
had a federal program in effect, 
intended by Congress to elimin¬ 
ate the job-related accidents 
which yearly kill over 14,000 per¬ 
sons and cause several million in¬ 
juries and the job-related expo¬ 
sures to chemicals, gases, dusts, 
fumes, radiations, and other ag¬ 
ents which yearly cause hundreds 
of tho usands of serious illnesses 
(HEW has said 300.000 death’s 
from such illnesses, but no one 
really knows how many). This 
program is the 19ZD—passed Occu¬ 
pational Safety & Health Act. 

The program has not been car¬ 
ried out as well as one would like, 
bat there has been an improve¬ 
ment in employers’ efforts to pro¬ 
vide for health and safety on the 
job—because of OSHA. 

On June 27, during the House 
of Representatives’ action on the 
Fiscal Year 1975 Appropriations 
bill for the Labor and HEW Depts, 
and related agencies, a number 
of employer-sponsored amend¬ 
ments to cripple or kill the OSHA 
program were moved and voted 
upon. A couple were approved, the 
others were beaten back. 

Green belters should know that 
on each one of the crippling or 
killer amendments against OSHA, 
Reps. Larry Hogan and Marjorie 
Holt voted for the amendment. 
This is not a political partisan is- 
su,e necessarily, because on each 
of these amendments Rep. Gilbert 
Glide voted against the amend¬ 
ment — and all three of them, 
the two from Prince Georges 
County and the one from Mont¬ 
gomery County, are Republicans. 
(On May 7, the U, S. Senate re¬ 
jected, by tabling, a complex anti- 
OSHA amendment, and both 
Maryland GOP Senators voted 
against the amendment. It seems 
only PG Marylanders are so thor¬ 
oughly anti-wage-eamers.) 

Hogan and Holt voted for cut¬ 
ting SS0 million from the OSHA 
budget, for earmarking $5 million 
of an inadequate OSHA budget 
for grants to states to conduct on¬ 
site advisory consultation for em¬ 
ployers (a thorny and complex 
subject the legislative committee 
is studying and inappropriate for 
handling without study by the 
fund-appropriating route), for for¬ 
bidding safety and health inspec¬ 
tions of shops with fewer than 
26 employees (these small shops 
are more hazardous than larger 
ones and include 30% of all cov¬ 
ered employees), and — unbeliev¬ 
able though it seems — for wip¬ 
ing out the entire OSHA appro¬ 
priation (!), Mr. Hogan makes a 
big thing about his support of the 
‘Right to Life” but this Right to 
Life doesn't, in his mind, extend 
to wage earners.

Boat Patro) Effective 
At 4th Celebration

It was a safe and happy fourth 
of July for Greenbelters who re¬ 
mained in town to enjoy the city’s 
many special holiday events. The 
spectacular fireworks display 
which, in keeping with Greenbelt’s 
unblemished record, went off with¬ 
out any mishaps., brought an esti¬ 
mated 35,000 persons to the lake- 
park. The swimming pool hosted 
a record number of happy bathers, 
and the concert and sports events 
were well attended. 

A new aspect of the celebration 
was a boat patrol on duty from 8 
a.m. until festivities eneded. Ac¬ 
cording to city manager James K. 
Giese, such a patrol will be a 
permanent feature during future 
celebrations. A tragedy was nar¬ 
rowly averted this year when offi ¬ 
cers in the boat pulled an exhaus¬ 
ted young man from the water 
midway across the lake. The in¬ 
cident occurred during the fire¬ 
works display, and the youth 
could have drowned in the dark¬ 
ness, with spectators’ attention 
focused on the aerial display. 

During the day, the boat patrol 
ordered 35 boats to leave the lake 
for failing to display proper city 
registration. Over 50 juveniles 
were warned against swimming 
in the lake and, while many be¬ 
came quite indignant, no real prob¬ 
lems arose. 

Giese said that the traffic was 
handled well, and there were no 
problems in overseeing the large 
crowds, with the exception of rou¬ 
tine delays at the end of the dis¬ 
play. 

Another highlight of the day 
was the dedication by Mayor Ri¬ 
chard PUski, assisted by Miss 
Greenbelt of 1973, Kim Nicholson, 
of the newly renovated horse¬ 
shoe courts adjacent to Candy 
Cane City. An exhibition between 
the Maryland State Horseshoe 
Champions took place to inaugu¬ 
rate the opening of the new courts. 

The city crews were all involved 
in a variety of chores in prepara¬ 
tion for the fourth, such as setting 
up and firing the fireworks. Last 
Friday thefr time was devoted to 
clean-up activities. 


CITY NOTES 

Last week the general crew in¬ 
stalled new benches in the shop¬ 
ping center. They also recently fin¬ 
ished laying sod around the newly 
paved walk from Fayette Place to 
the park between Lakewood and 
Northway. In addition, work was 
done in conjunction with the con¬ 
struction of the new tennis courts 
at Braden Field. Straw was received 
and silt sediment control dykes 
were made. 

The special detail crew has star¬ 
ted the street marking program and 
painted various safety zones on the 
streets. Sign work has also been 
performed. 

The park crew planted azaleas, 
junipers and pyroeanthas. as well 
as some annuals in the public green 
between the Medical Building and 
post office. 

The refuse crew operated with a 
manpower shortage last week, but 
with the help of other crew mem¬ 
bers were on schedule. All three 
loadpackers are now back in ser¬ 
vice. 

Tht stock pile of aluminum collec¬ 
ted last week amounted to 267 lbs. 
which, at the new increased price 
of 15 cents a pound, realized $40.05. 
A 5.600 pound load of crushed glass 
was recently taken to Baltimore.

Tax Relief for Renters 

Legislation has been sent to the 
Prince Georges County Council to 
establish a rent relief system for 
disabled persons and senior citi¬ 
zens on fixed incomes. 

County Executive William W. 
Gullett unveiled his proposal May 
31, saying he felt it would “cor¬ 
rect longstanding discrimination! 
against our senior and disabled 
citizens who for various reasons 
have not been able to become 
homeowners.” He estimated the 
program would cost slightly more 
than a million dollars a year. 
County law now provides tax 
credits on the basis of age and 
income or disability to homeown¬ 
ers. 

Applicants for the rent relief, 
which would be paid directly to 
the citizen by the county govern¬ 
ment, would have to be 65 years 
old by July 1 of the year follow¬ 
ing the one for which t^hey are 
seeking the stipend. Persons under 
65 considered totally disabled un¬ 
der the Social Security Act, or 
Railroad Retirement Act would be 
eligible for the grant. If a claim¬ 
ant cannot prove disability via a 
government or public agency, oth¬ 
er proof would have to be sub¬ 
mitted to the county government 
for approval. 

The claimant must have occu¬ 
pied the rental property for at 
least three months of the year in¬ 
volved. Only one person per house¬ 
hold would be eligible for the 
grant.
